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Extended Visitation Phonathon Rings in 
Proposed At Hollins At $92,205.00

“Hey Jane, is John coining 
up this weekend?” “Yeah, do 
you mind staying in Sally's 
room?” No not at all, as long 
as I can have the room next 
weekend.” This is a dialogue 
sometimes heard at Hollins. 
The male visitation rules are 
often broken and rarely is 
anyone reported for violation 
of the rule. 

Many students on campus 
feel that the current male 
visitation rules need to be 
changed. 

Tracy Allen, Chair of 
Campus Life, said, “Male 
visitation has been a major 
issue since I've been at 
Hollins.” Allen researched the 
problem by conducting a 
campus-wide survey. The 
surveys verified that rules 
were being broken and that a 
change was needed and 
wanted. 

Allen has drawn up a 
proposal to present to the 
campus for approval. The 
proposal contains three 
options so that it meets the 
needs of everyone. The options 
include: 1) Sun.-Thurs. 12 p.m. 

- 1 a.m. and Fri. and Sat. 12 
p.m. - 2 a.m.; 2) Sun.-Thurs. 12 
p.m. - 1 a.m. and Kri.-Sat. 12 
p.m. - 2 a.m., and students are 
allowed overnight weekends 
on special occassions (i.e. Fall 


Weekend and Cotillion). Two 
other weekends are allowed 
each semester when the 
Student Conduct Council is 
petitioned by the sponsor of 
the mixer. 3) Mon.-Thrus. 12 
p.m. I a.m. and all weekends 
are open from Fri. 12 p.m. - 1 
a.m. Monday. 

Senate voted on the proposal 
this week. Next week they will 
vote on the issue. After the

students vote, there will be a 
forum held to present 1988- 
1989. Next year will serve as a 
trial period if the proposal is 
passed. 

Three years ago a proposal 
was passed in Senate for 23 
hour visitation seven days a 


week for front quad only. The 
President vetoed the bill. 


If the current proposal is 
signed, it will go into effect 
19HH-19H9. Next year will be a 
trail period to make sure that 
the proposal is effective. Fall 
Weekend and Cotillion and 
one other weekend per 
semester will be designated 
overnight weekends. 


When picking lottery 
numbers for housing, the 
student tells where they plan 
to live and which option they 
want. There will be no 
designated halls or dorms for 
certain options. This way the 
college can accomodate the 
needs of the students. 

The purpose of this is so that 
people feel comfortable with 
the option they choose. 

At the panel discussion held 
last Wed., many students 
voiced their opinions on the 
topic. Many felt that males 
tend to stay away from Hollins 
because time is limited. They 
also complained that the 
security guards gave males 
very harsh treatment after 1 
a.m. even if escorted by a 
student. 

“The President should feel 
good about it and know that 
the student body is behind it,’ 
said Allen.

The 1986 freshmen come 
j from a wide geographic area-- 
I almost 40% reported their 
J home is more than 500 miles 
I from the college.

I education." and"get a better 
I job.” The three most important 
I reasons for choosing Hollins 
were its academic reputation, 

J the fact that graduates get 
J good jobs, and the college's 
I good social reputation. 

While almost one-third of 
J the students' mothers are full- 
I time homemakers, not a single 
Hollins freshman plans on 
j becoming a full-time home*

Almost 100% of the class 
took a high school curriculum 
which met or exceeded the 
National Commission on 
Excellence's recommended 
years of study in English, 
math, foreign language, and 
history or American govern¬ 
ment. Almost half of the 
students had the recom¬ 
mended two years of physical 
science and over one-third 
reported taking the recom¬ 
mended two years of biological 
science. (These last two 
percentages are slightly lower 
than the corresponding data 
for freshman women at other 
private, selective colleges.) 

The Hollins freshmen 
reported a broad diversity of 
extra-curricular interests. 
Over 40''ll of the class won a 
varsity letter in sports in high 
school; almost 40% edited a 
school paper, yearbook or 
magazine. Almost 20% had 
played a major role in a drama 
production; 28% participated 
in speech or debate; almost 
40% had been president of one 
or more student organizations. 

Approximately two-thirds of 
the Hollins freshmen would 


varsity athletic* in 

_ , alrooal one half expect 

hi make at least a "B" average 
about 5% anticipate seeking 
vocational counseling, and 
■lightly more than ten percent 
expect to get tutoring in some 
courses About 5% of the 
fretdtmen anticipate being 
elected to atodent office. Sixty 
two percent expect to be 
satisfied with college the 
same percent reported for all 
freshmen women at private, 
selective colleges 

Almost half the students 
report themselves to he 
"middle- of-the road" polit 
cally. About 26% describe 
themselves as liberal or far 
left; 29% call themselves 
conservative or far right. 
Eighty-two percent feel that 
the government is not doing 
enough to control pollution; 
70% say abortion should 
remain legalized; 67% agreed 
that the government is not 
doing enough to protect the 
consumer. Over 50% felt the 
country needed a national 
health plan, and 24% felt that 
taxes should he raised to 
reduce the deficit. 

In sum, the 1986 freshmen 
are a unique group of young 
women with varying interests 
and aspirations to contribute 
to the college community

Leekin asserts that 
apathetic students are non- 
existant. Furthermore, when 
the subject of student apathy 
is adressed the speaker is 
actually attempting to 
describe the disorgination of 
students, as they simply do not 
know what to do. Higher 
education, today, teaches 
students of non-existing 
Utopians; very few, are 
teaching students how to get 
things done. "Some professors 
do not encorporate the broader 
vision of what they are 
teaching; they are not 
involved in (what I call) 'life 
education', there is no concern 
with teaching students how to 
be good citizens. Those 
processors who preach about 
student apathy are saying 
more about their inability to 
motivate students than about 
student apathy. There's never 
been a house built without a 
hammer!" 

Leekin belives that in order 
to motivate students they need 
both reflection and experience 
and the classroom lectures 
today are geared more toward 
morality and ethics as a 
formula rather than in a 
practiele and applicable sense

If you want a new job as soon as 
possible, try following these 11 bps

1. Consider your search a full-time 
job It s important to put in 8 to 10 
hours a day. 5 days a week "Don't 
wait, says Challenger. "Go out and 
fight fur a job, Attack the market 


2. See at least 10 potential employ¬ 
ers a week. Get interviews with the 
people you want to work for. Don’t see 
personnel people unless you have to. 
The more interviews you go on, the 
better your chance of getting hired. 
See people even if they say they have 
no openings. 

3. See your friends and ask them to 
help. Don’t phone; if you confront the 
person, they are more likely to do 
something. "Some people would say 
that this is cashing in. It is, and you 
have to do it." 

4. Prepare a resume, but keep it 
only for people who insist on seeing it. 
Resumes lose more jobs than they 
gain. If your resume doesn't have cm it 
exactly what the employer wants to 
see, he or she assumes that you're not 
the person for the job. Instead, talk 
with the employer and try to sense 
what he or she wants to hear With that 
in mind, talk about yourself.

5. Keep in mind that the employer is 
always right. Don’t say that a qualified 
bon for the job is not important, or that 
it is less important than another As a 
job-stoker, you are-a seller in a buyet’a 
market. The employer us buying what 


he or she wants for the company. 
Don * insist he or she should want 
something different. 

6 Know where the interview is and 
allow yourself extra time to get there 
Even if a tardy bus is the cause of your 
lateness, the message that gets through 
is that you do not care enough. Some 
one else will be hired.

7. Dress up. Look good, but conser¬ 
vative. It tells the employer that you 
think enough of the company to make 
the effort. 

8. Don’t knock yourself. Humility is 
fine most of the bme, but not in a job 
interview. If you don't tell the employer 
how good you are, who will? 

9. Don't knock your former employ¬ 
ers, either. 

10. Avoid asking about vacabons. 
holidays, and benefits The employer 
will conclude that you are no( interest¬ 
ed in the work, only in yourself
